MILK HOUSE 
TO BE SHOWN 
DAIRY DAY 


On exhibition for crowds attending 
Men»monie’s annuual Dairy Day, 
September 13, wili be a milk house of 
the type which thousands of Wiscon- 
sin farmers must construct by Novem- 
ber 15 in order to meet regulations 
of the Wisconsin department of Ag- 
riculture. 

Such a building, employing the lat- 
est in materials and construction, and 
exceeding minimum regulations in all 
respects, will be upen to the public on 
the campus of Stout Institute through- 
out Dairy Day. The exhibit will be 
located near the industrial education 
building at the college. 

On September 27, as a feature of 
the 4-H and FFA Purebred Breader’s 
Bull Sale to be held at the Dunn Coun- 
ty Fairgrounds, the milk house will 
again be shown. During the day, the 
milk house will be offered at public 
auction. All profits going to the Me- 
nomonie Memorial Hospital Auxilary. 

The milk house is a 12 by 16 foot 
structure, with an eight foot ceiling. 
Construction features include flex- 
board interior finish, drop siding, and 
roof and inside ventilation. All speci- 
fications meet the rigid requirements 
of the Chicago Board of Health, in 
addition to those of the State of Wis- 
consin. 

Stout Institute students, working 
under K. T. Olsen of the college wood- 
working and carpentry department, 
have planned and built the structure. 
The electrical department of Stout, 
supervised by Philip Ruchl, has com- 
pleted the wiring. George Soderberg’s 
classes in painting and decorating 
have painted the building. 

Cooperating with the college on the 
project are Harold Kuhn, Dunn Coun- 
ty agent, and Louis Larson, business 
agent of the local carpenters’ union. 
The Menomonie Loan and Sales Com- 
pany, with Col. Martin Hanson as 
auctioneer, will contribute all services 
free of charge in auctioning off the 
milk house to the highest hiddor.. Prof- 
its from the sale will be accepted by 
Mrs. Milton Hintzman, as president 
of the Memorial Hospital Auxilary.

7. If a loan is not paid by graduation 
time, the delinquent’s diploma will be 
withheld, and in the case of transfer, 
no credits will be forwarded until full

in four areas: Functional Speech, Ad- 
ministrative procedures, Educational 
Psychology, and Educational Proced- 
ures. 

The Educational procedures part of 
the Orientation Course consists of con- 
ferences on methods of instruction, 
testing, training aids utilization,lesson 
planning, and practice. teaching. For 
this instruction, the large group-of ap- 
proximately 140 officers is divided in- 
to seven sections each under the sup- 
ervision of a member of the Educa- 
tional Procedures staff. 

The instructional staff is drawn 
largely from Northwestern, some oth- 
er NROTC universities and colleges, 
and the Bureau of Naval Personnel; 
however, a number of educators are 
employed as individuals because of the 
particular contribution they can make 
to the program. 

A significant feature of the train- 
ing is the practice teaching. Each of- 
ficer prepares and presents several 
types of lessons. These lessons are an- 
alyzed and evaluated by members of 
the class.._Naval. officers have found 
this experience so helpful that the 
time devoted to practice teaching has 
been increased each year,

Korean. GI Bill should: give careful 
thought to their choice of a training 
program, for under the law they'll be 
allowed to change their course no 
more than once, Veterans Administra- 
tion said today. i 

“~The purpose of the new GI education. 
and training program is to:help a vete- 
ran reach a definite, identified goal. 
The goal may be purely educational 
such as obtaining a college degree; 
professional such as becoming a doc- 
tor, or vocational such as training to 
be a carpenter. : : 

Before a post-Korean veteran even 
applies for training under the new GI 
Bill, he should have clearly in mind 
just what his goal in life might be VA 
advised. His training can serve as an 
invaluable means toward arriving at 
that goal. , 
Veterans who’ are not sure about. 
their goal, or about. the type of train- 
ing needed to reach it, would do well 
to talk over their problems with edu- 
cators, businessmen, professional peo 
ple or any other persons in a position 
to offer constructive advice. 

Or, if they wish, they may apply to 
the VA for advisement and guidance, 
consisting of tests and thorough inter- 
views given by trained - vocational 
counselors. 

If a veteran makes his single change 
of course within two years after his 
date of discharge, he will not need 
VA’s approval. However, if his pro- 
gress was unsatisfactory, he will have 
to show, VA that it was not because

of his own misconduct, neglect or lack |. 


of application. 

If he wants to change courses after 
his deadline—and he never made a 
‘change before—he will need VA’s ap- 
proval. This may be grafted, under the 
law, if VA finds that (1) he has not 
been making satisfactory progress in 
his present program through no fault 
~# his own, and the program he wants 
to change to is more in keeping with 
his aptitudes and previous training, 
or (2) the program to which he wants 
to change is a normal progression 
from his, present program to which he 
wants to change is a normal progres- 
sion from his present program. 

The deadline for starting—for a 
veteran discharged from service be- 
fore August 20, 1952—is August 20, 
1954. Other veterans, discharged later, 
will have two years after their release 
from active duty in which to begin. 

Training under the Korean GI Bill 
is available to veterans who. served, 
any place in the world, after the out- 
break of fighting in Korea, on June 27, 
1950. They must have a discharge or 
release under conditions other than 
dishonorable, as well as at least- 90 
days total service, unless discharged 
sooner because of a service-connected 
disability. :

It is often said that those who tra- 
vel the farthest often arrive the soon- 
est. This has certainly been true in 
the case of Maria Quichocho, who in 
a matter of 35 airborne hours found 
herself transported from her island 
home on Guam to become one of the 
first coeds to register this year at 
he Stout Institute, Menomonie, Wis- 
consin. 

Maria, who one day was harvesting 
bananas on her central Pacific farm 
home, found -herself-a few days: later 
in-an American city, ready to. start 
her new life as a college freshman. ° 

But life in Menomonie was not as 
strange to Maria as one might:imag- 
ine, She had been well briefed on the 
subject by a U. S. airforce sergeant 
from Eau Claire, Wisconsin, Ernest 
Stark, who with his buddy had told 
Maria all about life in Wisconsin. In 
a paper sent to them from home, they 
had read of Maria’s plans, sq they 
eontacted her immediately. 

“All they—said was really true.” 
claims Maria, “They told me I would 
have to learn to drink lots of milk, 
since I would be in the heart of Amer- 
ica’s dairyland.” : a, 

However, Maria has discovered that 
the farms of Guam differ from those 
in America, She has found U. S. farms, 
as well as their livestock, much larg- 
er than those of her native land. In- 
stead of Wisconsin’s wheat and alfal- 
fa, farmers.on Guam find their trop- 
ical climate more suited to pineapple, 


NOTICE! MIX UP ON 
STUDENT-WIFE CARDS 


Apparently there has been a mix up 
concerning. the extent of students’ 
wives privileges.

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bananas and taro, a potato-like vege- 
aie used in their native dish called 
poi. 

At first, Maria was teased about the 
insects which supposedly infest the 
Pacific Island; several people claim- 
ing that Guam mosquitoes were ag big 
as a man’s fist. To this the little 
Stout coed merely replies: 

“From the experiences I’ve had with 
your local mosquitoes, I find the Wis- 
consin variety. every bit as big as 
those on Guam and able to bite twice 
as hard.” 

Maria is the second member of her 
family to go abroad to school. An old- 
er sister graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Hawii last spring. Maria has 
had a desire to come to the United 
States ever since she studied U. S. 
history in .grade,.achool. She wanted 
to see the nation which had so greatly 
influenced her island’s way of life 
and future since 1898, when America 
took over the government of Guam 
from Spain. As a_ second-ranking 
graduate in a class of 182, Maria re- 
ceived Eichelberger and non-resident 
scholarships from Stout Institute, bas- 
ed upon recommendation of the Gua- 
manian Department of Education. 

When asked about the educational 
system of her country, Maria explains 
that all schools on Guam were dam- 
aged during World War II and are still 
in the process of repair. Quonset huts 
and other convertible military instal- 
lations are. being used as temporary 
classrooms. Another phase of Guam’s 
educational development in. existence 
since the end of the last war is an ex- 
change teacher program being carried 
out by the Guamanian apd U.S. gov- 
ernments, ’

Ed- 
ucation and training received while 
on active duty; 4. Civilian education, 
and 5.

Unless all the necessary informa- 
tion is included on the form VA can’t 
take action on the veteran’s applica- 
tion.

eran” means any person who is not in 
the active service of the Armed For- 
ces and who has served during the 
basic service period for. 90 days or 
more and has been released or dis- 
charge om active service under hon= 
orable conditions. 

The law also provides other bene- 
fits, such as guaranteed or insured 
loans for homes, farms, and business- 
es; unemployment compensation, job 
finding help and mustering out pay. 

For veterans pursuing a full-tim 
program of education or~ nd 
a college, 14 semester hours or the 
equivalent, the total monthly allow- 
ances are as follows: with no depen- 
dents, $110; with one dependent, $135; 
with more than one dependent, $160. 
These payments are tobe made di- 
rectly to the veteran who will be 
obliged to pay his own tuition and 
fees, buy books and other supplies, 
and provide his subsistence. ; 

Under the new law, such persons 
are entitled to 1% days of “education 
or training for each day of his active 
service, with a maximum of 36 months. 
However, veterans who have pursued 
programs under earlier veterans’ ed- 
ucation and training laws (Public 
Laws 346, 16 or 894) are entitled to.a 
maximum of 48 months less whatever 
time they have spent in the earlier 
programs. 

Each eligible veteran may select a 
program of education or training at 
any approved educational institution 
or training establishment of his choice, 
which will accept and retain him as 
a student. The veteran may make not 
more than one change of program of 
education. 

The loan provisions of the new GI 
bill for post-Korean veterans are sim- 
ilar to the GI loan program now in 
effect for World War II veterans. 
Home loans may be guaranteed for up 
to 60 percent of the loan, but the 
guaranteed portion may not exceed 
$7500. Other real estate loans may be 
guaranteed up to 50 percent, with a 
$4000 top. Non-real estate loans, such 
as GI business loans, may be guaran- 
teed--for up to -50 percent -with—a 
$2000 ceiling as to the guarantee. All 
such loans also may be insured. 

VA’s Direct Loan Program, now in 
effect for World War If veterans, has 
been extended to veterans who served 
since the outbreak ‘in Korea. Under 
the program, VA may make loans di- 
rectly to veterans but only in certain 
areas where four percent GI loan mon- 
ey is not available.

GI loan safeguards, written into 
the new law, apply both to World War 
II veterans and those with post- 
Korean service. 

A veteran’s property must meet or 
exceed minimum requirements for 
planning, construction and general 
acceptability. can 

The deadline for loans for veterans 
with service after Korea is 10 years 
after the present emergency ends. 

The new, unemployment compensa- 
tion program administered . through 
the states by the U.S. Dept. of Labor, 
provides unemployed post- Korean 
veterans with payments of $26 a week, 
for a total of up to 26 weeks. The 
deadline for unemployment compen- 
sation will be five years after the end 
of the emergency period. 

The mustering out payments, pro- 
vided for in the new GI bill will be 
made at the time of discharge to any- 
one who served in the rank of Captain 
or less in the Army or Air. Force, or 
as Lieutenant Senior Grade or less in 
the Navy. Payments are $200 for 
those with at least 60 days service 
who were on active duty outside the 
continental limits of the United States 
or Alaska, $200 for those with 60 
days on active duty. The payments 
are to be made at the rate of $100 
a month until settled. This mnustering 
out program, similar to that in effect 
after World War II, will be adminis- 
tered by the Armed Forces and the 
Treasury Department, not by the VA. 
To obtain the money, the veteran 
must ‘apply to his particular branch 
of service. 

Veterans are reminded that the last 
three benefits of the new GI bill cov- 
ering unemployment compensation, 
mustering out pay, and job hunting 
aid are not administered by the Vet- 
erans Administration. Veterans al- 
ways should correspond directly with

Latest word from Superintendent 
Argon Johnson’s office is that the li- 
brary is progressing. according to the 
schedule. Many of yow who were not 
in Menomonie during the summer will 
be interested to know that the founda- 
tion is completed, but that 159 cement 
pilings had to be sunk 25 feet in the 
ground before the foundation could 
be started.

TRI SIGMA’S WORK 
TO AID POLIO DRIVE 


An informal but highly effective 
campaign to ‘increase the scope of med- 
ical research in poliomyelitis has 
quietly gathered momentum during 
the past year, inspired by the mem- 
ory of a silver-haired, five year old 
boy. 

Among sponsors of the campaign is 
Sigma Sigmaé’ Sigma sorority, whose 
chapters have organized on a nation- 
wide basis to fight polio in memory 
of the son of their national president, 
Mrs. Robertson Page. 

It was on September 15, 1951, that 
Robbie Page, 544, died of bulbar polio 
at Children’s Hospital in Boston. The 
doctors, with tears in their eyes, look- 
ed down at this boy who had made 
such a brave fight in the iron lung 
and said, “We just don’t . know 
enough!” 

Two days later, Robbie was laid to 
rest next to his grandmother in Blos- 
som Hill Cemetary in Concord, N. H. 
By the time of his funeral, his par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs.-Robertson Page of 
78 Westminster Road, Newton Centre, 
Mass. had conceived the Robbie Page 
Memorial Fund with the objective of 
helping the doctors to “know enough,” 
so that other children in the future 
might be spared the ravages of polio. 

‘The policy of the Fund is to work 
in close harmony with other organiza- 
tions in this field, but to concentrate 
exclusively on medical research with 
the objective of speeding the day when 
a cure or preventive for polio is 
found. 

As a result of contributions received 
during the first year, $5,000 grant has 
been made to the University of Michi- 
gan for a fellowship in studies in the 
care or prevention of poliomyelitis. A 
young doctor is currently doing a spec- 


tion with thousands of other student 
throughout the nation. 

Several years ago Dean Bowman 
was instrumental in getting this In- 
dustrial Arts contest organized. Un- 
der the sponsorship of the Ford Motor 
Co. it has become a large and import- 
ant event for people in the Industrial 
Arts field. 


ial study on the motor nerve cells, 
which are the ones invaded: by the 
polio virus, a study which has been 
described by eminent medical author- 
ities as a promising avenue of re- 
search. A grant of $500 to Children’s 
Hospital in Boston. has also been au- 
thorized which will, go into a study to 
develop a quicker and less expensive 
diagnostic procedure ‘in polio. 

Since money alone cannot buy’ re- 
search, the Fellowship plan has been 
adopted by the Robbie Page Memorial 
Fund Committee as the soundest con- 
.tribution to the overall battle against 
‘polio. By training a young doctor in 
this field, the Fund not only accomp- 
lishes immediate investigation but al- 
so incourages a promising young man 
or woman to enter research. It is thus 
an investment in future as well as cur- 
rant research, 

’ Mrs. Page is national president of 
Sigma Sigma Sigma sorority, which 
has adopted’the Robbie Fund ‘as its 
major social service project, with Mrs. 
Henry W. Morrison of New Britain, 
Connecticut, acting as chairman for 
the.sorority. Other contributions have 
been solicited from friends, business 
acquaintances, fraternal groups—and 
from strangers. Serving as treasurer 
of the fund is Ralph M. Eastman, vice 
president of the State Street Trust 
Company of Boston,. whose son was 
stricken with polio in Korea. Heading 
up the.fund raising activities-is Rob- 
bie’s father, who is public relations 
representative of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Boston.

PROGRAM FOR 
SOCIAL SCIENCE 
IS CHANGED 


Our social science program is, at 
the present time, in the process of 
revision and reorganization. Through 
the years, a need has been felt to co- 
ordinate the various individual social 
sciences into one integrated social aci- 
ence. 


Formerly, the program was organ- 
ized in the following fashion: Sopho- 
mores took General Sociology, Jun- 
iors took General Economics, Seniors 
took Government and/or Modern 
Wortd or History of Americas. 

The new sequence is as follows: 
Sophomores take Human Relations; 
Juniors choose two of the three—Gen- 
eral Economics, General Sociology, or 
Government; Seniors take Problems of 
American Society, plus one of the two- 
History of Americas or Modern World. 

During the college year 1952-53, 
Sophomores will begin the second se- 
quence, Junior and Seniors will finish 
the first sequence. 

' The Human Relations course is a 
new integrated study in historical per- 
spective of major cultural and social 
processes of American society. It is a 
general social science using data of 
anthropology, economies, political sci- 
ence, social psychology and sociology. 
In the past, these social sciences, plus 
social education, human geography, 
cultural history and institutional psy 
chology, have tended to look at nai 
the homo sapiens, from their own in- 
dividual vantage points: Consequently, 
this same man, this homo sapien, ap- 
neers to not one, ~ hd nine differ- 
ent men, acording point, from 
which he is viewed.

BIBLE OBSERVANCE 
HELD TUSDAY EVENING 


Promotion of the revised standard 
version of the Holy Bible was featured 
at a special service of thanksgiving 
and dedication held in the Stout aud- 
itorium Tuesday evening at 8:00 p.m. 
Dr. Allen Van Cleve was the main 
speaker. -of_the.evening while special 
music was furhished by the Menomon- 
ie mass choir. 

To promote the revised standard 
version of the Bible, Dr. Allen spoke 
of the history of the Bible and of it’s 
importance in our fast moving world 
of today. Dr. Allen said that to us, 
the most important factor of this new 
version is the change in use of words. 
These changes will make it possible 
for everyone to have a clearer concept 
of some of the original meaning of 
the verses, : 

The Bible observance, held in Meno- 
monie, was only one of three thousand 


being held in other communities 
throughout the United States and 
Canada. 


Mencmonies’ mass choir, directed by 
Mrs. E.T. Boe, sang “Festival Hymn”. 
Members of the. choir, representing 
Protestant Churches of Menomonie 
filled the seats of the second balcony 
in the Stout auditorium..- 

Five Bibles were presented to edu- 
cational institutions of Menomonie. 
Receiving thése dedication Bibles were 
Mabel Tainter library, Dunn County 
Normal school, Dunn County School of 
Agriculture, Menomonie High School 
and The Stout Institute. ' 

Thirty two scholars have been work- 
ing for fifteen years to translate a 
revised Bible from many old manu- 
scripts. Their final result has received 
the stamp of approval of the Nation- 
al Council of Churches.

der Public Law 550. This total, made 
up of men who are receiving an eda- 


conflict, represents one of the state’s 
largest enrollments ‘of post-Korean 
veterans, . 

That veterans of the Korean con- 
flict are greatly interested in educa- 
tion, and will eventually become an 
important factor in American higher 


education, can be seen by the speed in] 


which these vetérans registered in col- 
lege. As: Public Law 550 was not put 
into effect until August 20 of this 
year, eligible service men had:only two 
weeks in which to make their college 


begin classes at the college of their 
choice. 

Among the veterans who saw action 
in Korea and who are now enrolled in 
Stout Institute are Warren H. Schus- 
ter, Oshkosh; Gerald H. Oberpiller, 
Menomonie; and Kenneth L. Lamkin, 
Rice Lake. 

Schuster served in the battle for 
Hill-717 before being hit in the head 
by enemy mortar fire. ‘Oberpriller 
served seventeen. months _with the 
287th QM. Lamkin, as a forward ob- 
server for the, Air Force attached to 
the Army Seventh Division, escaped 
from the Inchon Reservoir. Lamkin, 
also was the first post-Korean veter- 
an to enroll at Stout Institute. His ap- 
lication was in the registrar’s office on 
August 20, the first possible day of 
acceptance. : 

A former Navy pilot, Allan E. Reed, 
Menomonie, was forced to dump 
20,000 pounds of cargo, and 500 gal- 
lons of gasoline into the ocean when 
two engines of his JRM ceased to 
function.. The third of the four en- 
gines then operated only intermittent- 
ly in mid-ocean while he was returning 
to Alameda, California, from a sup- 
ply flight to Hawaii. The plane clear- 
ed San Francisco at a mere 1900 feet 
altitude and returned to Alameda 
many hours late, 

Other post-Korean veterans enrolled 
at Stout include: George J. Fink, Osh- 

osh; -Heward--L.--Thorpe;—Stanley; 
John L. Oakeson, Marinette; William 
E, La Bine, Ontonagon, Michigan; Ro- 
land C. Beiswanger, Ridgeland; Ro- 
land E, Seager, Neenah; and Daniel K. 
Jeatren, Stephen E. Hansen, John Al- 
bert Anderson, Vern F. Ader, Oliver J. 
Agerlie, Clifford J. Schultz, Richard F.

A total of 105 veterans, including 
two women, attend Stout this semes- 
ter, Veterans not enrolled under Pub- 
lic Law 550 are enrolled under laws 
346, 16, 894. Post-Korean veterans 
not presently enrolled at Stout In- 


| stitute, but who wish to register, may 


do so when registration for the second 
quarter begins, November 8. 

Public Law 550 provides eligible 
veterans, who have served in the Arm- 
ed Forces since June 27, 1950, the op- 
portunity to make up their lost edu- 
cational opportunities. Under this law, 
veterans pursuing a.full time program 
receive the following monthly allow- 
ances: those with no dependents, $110; 
those with one dependent, $135; those 
with more than one dependent, $160. 

Such persons are entitled to 1% 
days of education for each day of ac- 
tive service, with a maximum of 36 
months. However, veterans who have 
pursued earlier programs are entitled 
to a maximum of 48 months, less time 
spent in earlier program. This law al- 
so provides for such benefits as guar- 
anteed or insured loans for homes, 
farma, and businesses; unemployment 
compensation, mustering-out pay, and 
jJob-finding help.

BOWMAN HALL 

Bowman Hall will henceforth be the 
name of the industrial arts building 
which has been the scene of Dean 
Bowman’s greatest activity. Change 
in the name was voted by the board 
on the recommendation of President 
Fryklund. 

Dr. L. D. Harvey, first president 
of The Stout Institute, who died in 
the spring of 1922, will have his mem- 
ory perpetuated on the campus by 
changing the name of the home econ- 
omics building to L. D. Harvey Hall, 
also at the recommendation of Presi- 
dent Fryklund and by action of the 
board of trustees. 

Appropriate bronze plaques will be 
placed on the buildings. 

Dean Bowman came to Stout from 
the faculty of the Columbia Univer- 
sity Teachers College in the faH of 
1919 as director of the division of in- 
dustrial education. The ole was later 
changed to dean. 

During his service he saw the school 


develop:.froin a two year training 
school for teachers of industrial arts 
_jand home’ économics to-an institution | 
conferring ‘degrees of bachelor of sei- 
ence in home economics and industrial 
arts and education and degrees of 
master of arts through its graduate 
school. 
PRODUCT OF STOUT 

Dean Bowman is himself a product 
of | Stout Institute. His father, G. L. 
Bowman, came to Menomonie in 1904, 
as principal of the Dunn County Nor- 
mal School and remained in that ca- 
pacity until his death. Bowman com- 
pleted his high school education at

principle of the county normal school. 
there. 

He then attended the River Falls 
Teachers College, then called a state 
normal school, for two years and re- 
ceived his diploma. Returning to Men- 
omonie he completed the work requir- 
ed for a diploma from The Stout Insti- 
tute. 

El Paso, Tex., was the scene of his 
first teaching experience. Later he 
taught at Stillwater, Minn., and then 
joined the faculty of the Stevens 
Point Normal School, now Central 
State College. He taught there for 
three years before obtaining a year’s 
absence to attend the teachers college 
of Columbia University. 

After teaching another year at 
Stevens’ Point, Bowman returned to 
the teachers college at Columbia as a 
member of the faculty, remaining 
there until he entered service in the 
Army in October, 1917. - 

ARMY SERVICE 

Released from the Army in Decem- 
ber, 1919, as a lieutenant, he returned 
to Columbia to resume his teaching, 
remaining there for the second semes- 
ter and through the summer. session 
before coming to The Stout Institute 
as director of industrial education.

To be eligible to apply for the col-

Applicants for the test will mail 
application blanks for the December

Use of tests by the Sclective Ser- 


‘| vice System, along with class standing, 


was originally based on recommenda- 
tions of the six Scientific Advisory 
Committees appointed in 1948 by Gen- 
eral Hershey. The Committees’ report, 
presented by Dr. M. H. Trytten, 
Chairman, was made in the fall of 
1950. After a subcommittee had pre- 
pared general specifications for a 
suitable test of scholastic aptitude, 
Educational Testing Service was des- 
ignated as the testing agency. to 
carry out the construction of the test 
and its nation-wide administration. 
The Congress, in the 1951 Amend- 
ments to the Universal Military 
Training and Service Act, declared 
that adequate provision for national 
security requires maxinium effort in 
the field of scientific research and de- 
velopment and the fullest possible util- 
ization-of the Nation's technological 
resources. It authorized The President 
to provide for the deferment of any or 
all categories of persons whose activ- 


should be deferred only until they 
completed their college training. Any 
registrant who was in a deferred 
classification is liable for training and 
service until he reaches the age of 
thirty-five.

MR. RICH IS" 
DELEGATE TO 
CONFERENCE 


Mr. C. L. Rith represented -Stout 
Institute at the National Electronics 
conference held recently in Chicago. 

Professor Rich found that advance- 
ment in this science is increasing at an 
everfaster rate, pointing out such ex- 
amples as the automatic control of-all 
types of machines used. in industry; 
automatic control of lighting condi- 
tions, df communication, of transpor- 
tation; and automatic control in the 
field of nucleonics. The armed ser- 
vices, without question, are getting 

the most attention just at’ present, 
Professor Rich discoveréd. ae 

About 20,000 persons attended the 
conference. While most of these people 
were from all parts of the United 
States, a number were from other 
countries. Many universities and col- 
leges sent representatives. 

Huge exhibits were offered by many 
of the big companies, with smaller 
exhibits being presented by the smal- 
ler companies. Such exhibits included 
automatic. flight control, all sorts of 
time machines, many types of calculat- 
ing machines, and nuclear counters 
and devices. 

Lectures were continual in three 
separate rooms from 9 to 12 and 1:30 
to 4:00 on each of the three days, each 
room having speakers taking up a 
separate and distinct branch of elect- 
ronics each half day. A total of 
twenty-one different classifications 
were represented, including memory 
tubes, computers, television, radar 
recordin techniques, etc. Each speak- 
er usyd slides showing the various cir 


cuits used for his particular topic. 
Many of these lectures were highly 
technical, while others were within 
reach of even the layman’s under- 


standing. 

Mr. Rich states he missed some lec- 
tures he would like to have heard, in- 
asmuch.as_ three were alwa¥s’ being 
given at the same time and in differ- 
ent rooms. . 

Again this year, even more than 
‘last, representative of the larger 
companies were present in force, seek- 
ing interviews with those interested 
who might qualify for jobs and posi- 
tions being offered. A number of these 
representatives had separate rooms 
assigned to them. Mr.. Rich stressed 
the fact that men specializing in this 
field ure much in demand.

DR. SALYER _ 
GIVES REPORT 
ON WORKSHOP. 


Dr. Guy Salyer recently reported to 
the college faculty on his activities 
as Stout's representative last sunmmer 
at the North Central Workshop on 
Teacher Education, held on the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota campus. 

According to Dr. Salyer, twenty- 
two teacher-training ~ institutions of 
‘he North Central area were repre- 
sented. Among Wisconsin institutions 
participating were Stout Institute and 
state colleges at Stevens Point, Eau 
Claire, Platteville; and itiver-Falis, 

Hight staff members directed work- 
shop activities. These persons included 
John Jacobs, Emporia Teachers col- 
\ege; Paul Grim, University of Min- 
nesota; Gordon Mork, University of 
Minnesota; George Hill, Ohio univer- 
sity; Ernest Mahan, Pitsburg Teach- 
érs college; H. -W. Renninger, Iowa 
Teachers college; Ed Potthoff, Univer- 
sity of Hlinois; C. H. Allen, Missouri 
State Teachers. Additional resource 
persons were available from the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota staff. 

Working in small groups on group 
orojects, participants did research. in 
the following fields: instruction, gen- 
eral education, student personnel, and 
faculty organization. Combined re- 
ports from these groups are soon te 
be available. 

Dr. Salyer participated in study 
groups of general education and labo; 
ratory experiences. He was also able 
‘o attend a mimber of committee meet- 
ings dealing with the other topics un- 
der consideration at the workshop. 

In reporting to the faculty, Dr. Sal- 
ver listed the following educational 
considerations as those emphasized by 


Study committees as excellent 
means for faculty growth and ex- 
perience. > 

College adminstrators becoming 
much more interested in teachers 
who have a viewpoint of the whole 
college rather than a narrower 
viewpoint of an individual sub- 
“‘ject-matter field. 

Use of some part of an- instruc- 
tor)s time for institutional better- 
ment. v0 “ 
Use by some institutions of a few 
days for a retreat at the opening 
of the school year for faculty dis- 
cussion of institutional problems. 
Institutional studies leading to a 
better understanding between 
teachers und administrators “ami 
between academic and profession- 
al departments. 

Reflective thinking as a goal in 
education which uses facts to 
solve problems-rather than uses 
facts as ends in themselves. 


Additional relevant information pre- 
sented by Dr. Salyer showed that 138 
members of various college faculties 
have been trained in North Central 
workshops,-that 115 have attended one 
workshop, that 17 have attended two 
workshops, and that 6 have attended 
three workshops or more. 


Dr. Salyer also pointed out that he 
could obtain North Central resource 
files for interested faculty members 
and urged all the faculty to read an 
article on the North Central project, 
that article appearing in the July 5 
issue of School and Society. 


Two future events growing out of 
the North Central project were men- 
tioned by the speaker. He indicated 
that Dr. C, H. Allen, director of: per- 
sonnel at Missouri State Teachers col- 
‘ege, would pay a coordinator’s visit to 
Stout and other state colleges in this

THE VETERANS ADMINISTRATION 


More than 28,000 veterans received 
GI 4 percent home loans from private 
lenders during the month of Septem- 
ber, the highest volume since Decem- 
ber 1952, Veterans-Administration an- 
nounced today. 

Despite a general tightening up of 
the mortgage market, an average of. 

obtained 


25,000 veterans a month GI 
home financing during the first six 
months of 1952, VA said. 


A low of 22,285 home loan applica- 


tions-was-received during .May, 1952. 


Since that time, the volume of GI 
home loan applications has been in- 
creasing -steadily. During September, 
VA received 28,501 home loan guar- 
anty applications from private lend- 
ers or lending institutions. 

The trend of home loan guaranties 
in Wisconsin is definitely upward, J. 
P. Cullen, Manager.of the VA Region- 
al Office, said today. He stated that 
in. July the VA guaranteed ‘278 home 
loans, in August 359, in September 
432, and October is running well 
ahead of September. «-. =~ 

_ Although the national monthly total 
of-GHloan-applicati is substantial, 
VA said that geographically the mar- 
ket is out of balance. Some areas in 
the nation have an adequate supply 
of 4 percent GI loan money while 
other areas have little or none at all. 

This geographical unevenness is not 
unique in the GI loan field VA pointed 
out, but has always been a general 
characteristic of the over-all mort- 
gage market. 

The recent renewal*of the mortgage 
purchase program of the Federal Na- 
tional Mortgage Association—a Gov- 
ernment corporation which buys GI 
loans from private lenders—will help 
to. bolster the GI loan money supply 
in many communities, particularly 
where the supply of private capital is 
low, VA said. 

Early in September, FNMA made 
available approximately $400 million 
for over-the-counter purchase of GI 
and FHA loans in non-defense areas. 

As of the end of September, VA 
has approved 3,124,632 loans . for 
homes, farms and businesses totalling 
more than $19.1 billion, of which VA 
guaranteed or insured nearly $10 bil- 
lion. Mi 

Approximately 2,865,000 loans were 
for the construction or-purchase. of 
homes; 64,000 were for farms, and 
196,000, for businesses. 

Veterans with service since June 27, 
1950, the beginning of the Korean 
campaign, are eligible for VA guar- 
anteed loans on the same basis as 
World War II veterans under the Kor- 
ean GI Bill signed by the President 
on July. 16, 1952. — 

VA pointed out that, although fig- 
ures are not available, the number of 
post--Korean veterans..who have re- 
ceived GI loans is small because the 
GI loan program for them just re- 
¢ently got underway.

AUDIO-VISUAL 
CENTER MAKES 


* A SOUND FILM 


Produced in full color, a 16 milli- 
meter instructional motion picture, 
“Block Cutting and Printing,” has just 
been completed by the audio-visual 
center of Stout Institute. 

A print of the 13 minute sound film 
has already been purchased by’ the 
film service of Indiana Univetsity, for 
showing throughout that state. Addi- 
tional prints are being previewed for 
possible purchase by Utah university, 
Michigan. State College, San Fran- 
cisco. State College, the Milwaukee 
public school system, ,and the Little 
Rock (Arkansas) public schools. 

Negotiations are also underway for 
inclusion of the motion picture in the 
film rental service of the University 
of Wisconsin, which will then fill re- 
quests from Wisconsin school. The 
Stout Institute does not itself operate 
a film rental service. 

First public showing of the produe- 
tion was given for delegates attending 
the printing section meeting of the 
Wisconsin Education association. This 
meeting was part of the annual WEA 
convention in Malwaukee on Novem- 


ber 6, 7, 8. Program planners of the. 


WEA printing section had requested 
a showing of the film at that ime, Mr. 


Raymond Cornwell of the Stout print- 
ing department introduced the film. 

“Block “Cutting and Printing” is 
planned for use with students from 
junior high school level through col- 
lege and adult education training. The 
film can be used in art classes, crafts 
training, graphic arts courses, hobby 
groups, industrial arts classes, and oc- 
cupational therapy. 

Content of the film describes the 
procedure for cutting and printing a 
two-color design by use of a very sim- 
ple- method. -Included-are—techniques 
of transferring the design, cutting, 
proofing, registering for color, and 
printing the blocks by three different 
methods. A review of all techniques 
concluded the picture. 

Production of “Block Cutting and 
Printing” was done under the direc- 
tion of David Barnard, director of 
audio-visual education at The Stout 
Institute. Educational collaborator on 
the film was Lloyd Whydotski, chair- 
man of Stout's printing department. 
Raymond Cornwell, instructor-of 
printing, was na r and demon- 
strater for the film

cans indicated that over one-half of 
the nation’s parents believe that col- 
lege training is of real importance to 
their children in obtaining a reward- 
ing position gaining promotion, 
achieving above-average annual and 
life income, and guarding themselves 
against chronic fluctuations in the la- 
bor market. 

Evidence that many of these fac- 


can be seen in the employment picture 
for graduates of Menomonie’s own 
Stout Institute. According to Miss 
Gertrude M. O’Brien, chairman of the 
college placement committee, shortage 
in home ecomomics graduates has in- 
creased since 1945 until, for the last 
several years, that shortage has be- 
come critical.’ 

Until the supply of home economics 
teachers-is—increased,-many~—smaller— 
high schools in the state are unable 
to open the home economics depart- 
ments which they desire and need. In 
other instances, home economics de- 
partments in the state have closed for 
lack of teachers.. ; 

To alleviate the. shortage in home 
ecodnomics, promising candidates for 
this field--and more of them--. must 
be encouraged to enter this work. A 
greater supply will also help satisfy 
the urgent demands for highly-paid 
home-economists in industry, commer- 
cial demonstration service, agriculture 
extension work, commercial food ser- 
vice, hospital dietetics, and institu- 
tion management. 

Home economists must be rectuited 
to replace the many trained personnel 
who, each.year, put their home econ- 

omics skill to work as homemakers 
and mothers. 

According to Miss O’Brien, the sup- 
ply of graduates for the teaching of 
industrial education barely meets the 
demand in some fields; in other fields 
the shortage is already serious. Includ- 
ed among the teaching fields of great- 
est need are electricity, metals, auto 
mechanics and printing. This defici- 
ency, she feels, will become even more 
severe for the 1953 placement season, 

As part of a continuing record of 
100% placement of its industrial ed- 
ucation graduates, The Stout Institute 
prepares not only ‘educators but also . 
personnel as designers and production - 
experts for manufacturing plants, in- 
structors in. military service schools, 
trainers in education departments of 
industry, and other technically edu- 
cated specialists. More high school 
graduates, with interest in some phase 
of industrial arts training, are re- 
quired to meet these varied needs. 

Also in the throes of one of the_ 
greatest shortages in the nation’s ed-° 
ucational history is the field of ele- 
mentary teaching. ‘As: America’s 
bumper crop of babies born during

Imagine yourself sitting in on a 
committee meeting of the United Na- 
tions. The topic, “Freedom of Infor- 
mation,” is discussed by three differ- 
ent men speaking Spanish, English, 
and French. Yet, you-are able to un- 
derstand what each ‘man is saying be- 
cause the voices are coming to you 
over ear-phones in your own language. 
This was the interesting experience 
Dean Bowman had when he visited 
the United Nations in New York City, 
October 22-28. He also visited the 
General Assembly and watched-it-in 
action. . 

Dean Bowman’s main reason for at- 
tending the United Nations was to 
confer about UNESCO—United Na- 
tion’s Educational, Scientific, Cultural 
Organization._He is especially inter- 
ested in Unesco’s Téchnical Assistance 
program. The aim of this program is 
‘to help raise the level of technical 
training by sending technical assis- 
tance experts to 75 under-developed 
countries. These experts are trained 
in technical institutes. The program 
is financed-by the member countries. 
The Technical Assistance program is 
a long term experiment, and it is too 
early to predict its success. Russia 
has spoken violently against it.

The National Teacher Examinations, 
prepared and administered annually - 
by Educational Testing Service, will 
be given at 200 centers 
throughout the United States on Sat- 
urday, February 14, 1953; The Stout 
Institute is one of these centers. 


At the one-day testing session a 
candidate may take the Common Ex- 
aminations, which include tests in 
Professional Information, General Cul- 
ture, English. Expression, and Non- 
verbal Reasoning; and one or two of 
eight Optional Examinations designed 
to demonstrate mastery of subject 
matter to be taught. The college 
which a candidate is attending, or the 
school, system in which he is seeking 
employment, will advise him whether 
he should take the National Teacher 
Examinations and which of the Op- 
tional Examinations to select. 


Application forms and a Bulletin 
of Information describing registration 
procedure and containing sample test 
questions may be obtained from col- 
lege officials, school superintendents, 
or directly from the National Teach- 
er Examinations, Educational Teach- 
ing Service, P. O. Box 592, Princeton, 
New Jersey.

A guided tour through 
the industrial arts and farfn mechan- 
ics shops of the high school, were the 
highlights of the tour in New Rich- 
mond. 


Stillwater State Prison at Stillwa- 
,_ ter, ‘Minnesota, was the next destina- 
tion of the field trip, Officials of the 
institution, conducted the E. P. T. 
group through the entire prison area 
with special emphasis placed on pris- 
on shops. Special interest centered in 
the foundry where castings for farm 
machinery were made. The members 
were informed that the farm machin 
ery made at the prison was sold or 
the open market under the trade name 
“Minnesota Line.” Other products 
manufactured at the prison also are 
sold on the open market. Income from 
these products would make the prison 
a self-paying institution if all profits 
were turned back to the prison. After 
visiting shops the group was ‘taken 
through the cafeteria and members 
were impressed by the cleanliness of 
the cafeteria. One of the group asked 
a guide about food at the prison and 
was surprised to learn that the in- 


group toured’ the Miller Vocation 
School in Minneapolis. Many of the 
shops were visited and special inter- 
ets were centered on electrical, mach- 
ine shop, woodwork, printing, and auto 
mechanics. The group was especially 
interested in the discipline problem 
in some of the shops. In some casés 
the students, in the shops, conducted 
the tour through the room without 
the benefit of the instructor. Mem- 
vers were amazed at the lack of dis- 
cipline bécause of the excellent co- 
2peration between the instructor and 
itudents. Lunch was eaten at ‘the 
school cafeteria to end morning ac- 
tivities, 

Friday afternoon’s' destination was 
the Minnesota Honeywell Aero Divi- 
‘ion. Products manufactufed at the 
vlant are: automatie. pilots, bomb 
sights, automatie- iru red? and servo 
units.

MARINE CORPS 
TRAINING PLANS 
ARE DESCRIBED 


Two Marine Corps Training pro- 
grams which are designed-to keep stu- 
dents in college until after graduation 
were described by Ist Lt. Devine of 
Minneapolis in a recent visit to The 
Stout Institute. One program:is suit- 
able for college freshmen, sopho- 
mores, and juniors.’ Its-aim_is to train 
high-caliber men who can assume re- 
sponsibility. as commissioned officers. 
These trainees devote two summer 
periods of six weeks each to practical 
and theoretical military instructions 
with emphasis on tactics of squadron 
and platoon. At the completion of the 


training and upon graduation from 


college the trainee is. eligible for a 
commission as a second lieutenant in 
the Marine Corps: Reserve. No_train- 
ing or other work is required during 
the academic year. The trainee is de- 
ferred from Selective Service induc- 
tion if he agrees. to-accept a commis- 
sion, if offered one, and if he agrees 
to serve not less than two years on 
active duty. The second program is 
designed for graduates or seniors. The 
aim of this program is to qualify the 
trainees to become second lieutenants. 
It consists of an intensive ten week 
training period following graduation 
from college. 
pletion of -this- course-the trainee is 
commissioned a ‘second lieutenant in 
the Marine Corps Reserve. 

ist Lt. Devine, together with a Mar- 
ine Corps Medical Officer, will return 
to The Stout Institute campus some- 
time during the latter part of January 
or-in February. Students who may be 
interested in either of these programe 
will have an opportunity for an inter- 
view, and those who decide to make 
application for training will receive 
their physical examinations so that 
they may learn immediately about 
their eligibility.

Posters describ- 
ing the programs may also be viewed 
on the bulletin board adjoining the 
Student Personnel Office.

determine the status of graduate stu- 
dents who have satisfied the require- 
ments for the Master, of Science de- 


| gree: Part of the survey dealt with re-|_ 


cruitment and placement of graduate 
‘students. nas, ‘ 

Two large maps, 32” by 42” have 
been prepared. One indicates the 
source of graduate students by loca- 
tion and type of school. The other map 
shows placement of graduate students 
according to location and type of posi- 
tion. 

A summary of the study indicates 
that entering graduate students pos- 
sessed undergraduate degrees from 89 
universities, colleges, teachers colleges 
and’ professional and _ technological 
schools located in the United States, 
Canada, and Hawaii. 

The placement map indicates that 
graduate students are located in the 
following positions: supervisors and 
directors, 55; colleges and universities, 
41; teachers and counselors, 198; and 
industry and commerce, 19. In addi- 
tion, no specific data appeared for 56 
persons. Another six are retired or de- 
ceased. he 

As of August, 1952, the graduate 
school of Stout Institute had granted 
375 Master of Science degrees to per- 
sons fulfilling the necessary require- 
ments.

AUDIO-VISUAL 
CENTER REVISES 
ITS FILM GUIDE 


The Audio-Visual Center of the 
Stout Institute has announced that the 
third revision ‘of jits film guide 
INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION FILMS 
AND FILMSTRIPS is now ready. 
This’ attractive 88 page booklet lists 
124 separate film sources of films, and 
catalogs each film and filmstrip under 
various areas of industrial education. 
Each film and filmstrip is annotated, 
and where the information is ayail- 
able, a rating is given for the film 
based upon its use in Stout classes. 

The catalog was originally started 
in 1947 by committees of students 
working in the Audio-Visual Educa- 
tion course who wanted to have a film 
source guide in industrial education 
when they left school to: teach. This 
work was taken up by a group of 
graduate students who decided to en- 
large and improve the format of the 
publication. They searched dozens of 
separate catalogs and brochures in 
gathering the additional information. 
A card file was started, with a card 
for each film, which makes it possible 
to revise and keep future editions of 
the catalog up to date more easily. 

The project was directed from the 
start by Mr. David P. Barnard, Assist- 
ant Professor of Audio-Visual Educa- 
tion, who on the latest revision, en- 
listed the aid of Mr. Raymond Corn- 
well, Instructor of Industrial Educa- 


tion, who-helped-materially—in-direct—}- 


ing the project. Special acknowledge- 
ment is made to three men who have 


since graduated from Stout and are|

Santa Claus is believed to 
from the North Pole by helicopter and 
then change his mode of transporta- 
tion because of the tropical climate; 
there is no snow for a sleigh. He 
travels to the different homes by a 
cart pulled by water buffalos. He is not 
expected to visit. all the homes on 
Christmas night; he may come back 
on January 6, Three Kings. Day.. For 
‘the Spanish people on the island, this 
is another Christmas Day. 

The night before Christmas, the is- 
landers, dressed in gay and colorful 
costumes, go caroling after which they 
attend midnight religious services.

At sunset, when the first star appears 
in the sky, the villiagers sit down to their evening meal consisting 
chiefly of fish, topped with a-dessert cdlled “contia.” There are 
several kinds of “contia;’’ it may be boiled’ rice with jam, or 
boiled wheat with honey, or a large but thin, dry and sweet cracker.

But don’t Iet Fred’s lazy ap- 
pearance fool you, for it must be add- 
ed that his cuts and drives for the 
basket usually result in points for the 
Yellowjackets. He is endowed with a 
terrific change of pace that forces his 
opponents to relax at the wrong time.

As each speaker took his turn at the 
rostrum, one felt that Stout was losing 
a2 great man; and Verne C. Fryklund, 
president of Stout, set the theme for 
the evening when he said: “A great 
educator is being honored tonight for 
long and valued service to state and 
nation.” Then President Fryklund read 
the letter from the board of trustees, 
telling of the changing of the name 
of the building where Bowman had his 
office to Bowman Hall and the grant- 
ing of the title, Dean Emeritus to Bow- 
man. 

William J. Micheels, professor of 
industrial education at the University 
of Minnesota, acted as master of cere- 
monies. The recognition address was 
given by William F. Rasche, director 
of the Milwaukee school of voéational 
and adult education. J 

But the speaker the people wanted 
to hear was Dean Bowman himself. 
And this time Dean Bowman was with- 
out words and asked, “What does one 
say in a situation like this?” 

Reviews Stout’s Growth 

Dean Bowman said he saw good 
days for-Stout ahead. He. then briefly 
toid of the changes he has observed at 
Stout in 33 years.

“When the enrollment is down you 
have worries, and when it is up, you 
have problems,” observed Dean Bow- 
man.

Bowman traced the development of 
the physical plant and told of its 
growth.

“The years have been pleas- 
ant and stimulating and I have ex- 
perienced no dull moments,” said Bow- 
man. 

“I doubt that you have seen the 
last of us for we have two married 
daughters and the younger generation 
may come your way.” He expressed 
the thanks of the Bowman family and 
concluded by saying, “The -Bowman 
family had quite a night!" 

Rasche Pays Tribute 

Rasche told the group that Dean 
Bowman is one of the men who made 
practical education history. Rasche 
paid special tribute to Mra, Bowman 
and observed that Dean Bowman 
would not be what he is today if it 
were not for his understanding wife. 

“Through-the last three Stout ad- 
ministrations has run the Bowman in- 
fluence.

BLOODMOBILE 
AT STOUT 
FEBRUARY 13 


Friday, February 13, is being es- 
pecially designated as The Stout Insti- 
tute Day by the Red Cross Bloodmo- 
bile. Any student wishing to give a 
pint of blood may do so on that day 
between the hours of nine to three in 
the basement of the Memorial Li- 
brary. 

The drive this year js of special sig- 
nificance-as the Red Cross has taken 
on the responsibility of collecting two 
million: extra pints of blood for the 
production of gamma globulin for po- 
lio prevention. 

Gamma globulin is that part of hu- 
man blood that contains antibodies 
built up in the blood stream as the 
result of the human body’s fighting 
disease. These antibodies remain in 
the blood stream, can be separated 
from the whole blood, and concen- 
trated for injection into patients suf- 
fering from a variety of diseases. 

For more than 20 years, plasma or 
serum from personswho have recov- 
ered from polio has been given pa- 
tients in an attempt to prevent the 
disease, not often successful. TWO 
things have CHANGED THE PIC- 
TURE. (1) The preparation of gam- 
ma globulin made it possible to con- 
centrate the antibodies from the blood 
of many people, providing some pro- 
tection against the different strains 


_of disease in a small volume of ma- 


terial, and (2) about 2 years ago it 
was demonstrated that before the po- 
lio virus enters the nerve tissue, it 
passes thru the blood stream. If an- 
tibodies are given an individual dur- 
ing this period, they may minimize or 


prevent the destruction of nerve tis- 
sue by the polio virus. Tests on some 
55,000 children over 1 year of age in 
Provo, Utah, Houston, Texas, Sioux 
City, Iowa have demonstrated the ef- 
fectiveness of gamma globulin treat- 
ment in the prevention of paralysis 
accompanying polio, 

Polio is a virus disease. The virus 
circulates thru the blood stream be- 
fore it attacks the nervous system. If 
this virus can be attacked before it 
strikes the nerve centers, paralysis 
may be prevented or minimized. When 
the nerve center is destroyed, the 
‘muscle it serves is paralyzed. 

The average dose of gamma glob- 
ulin is derived from 1 pint of blood. 
Where does the supply of human blood 
come from, of which gamma globulin 
is a derivative?

a college which prepares teachers is 
responsible primarily to the parents 
and to the state, and secondarily to the 
enrollees who wish to become teachers. 


Thus teacher-education institutions 
and the teaching profession owe to the 
public’ a guarantee that teachers be 
cone and that enrollees doomed 
to failure will be excluded. Every ef- 
fort should be exerted, of course, to 
prevent the personal frustrations and 
social loss which occur when the unfit 
student prepares for an occupation in 
which he cannot succeed. 


The conference further agreed that 
some qualities and competencies which 
are demanded by the arduous job of 
teaching are as follows: physical 
health, mental ability, academic com- 
petence, emotional stability, leader- 
ship potential, social competence, sen- 
sitivity to current social and economic 
problems of the world, and the abili- 
ties to read, write and speak the mo- 
ther tongue fluently. 

It was agreed by the conferees that 
much improvement is needed in the 
laboratory experiences now' had by 
teachers in-training. Some means pro- 
posed were those of paralleling all 
professional courses in education with 
realistic laboratory experiences’ and 
by providing community experiences 
for students. Placement and follow-up 
were also emphasized as important 


aspects _ of the teacher “preperation 


program. 


Planning Fifth-year Srogriien of 


Teacher Education, all institutions 
preparing teachers were urged to 
study the fifth-year programs so fre- 
‘quently being employed in the up- 


grading of teachers. Such | a technique 


would make sure. that “institutions 
really add something to the prepara- 
tion of teachers -beyond the thirty 
hour of credit usually employed. 

To heal the growing rift between 
academists and educationists, it was 
suggested. that teacher training in- 
stitutions make certain that all who 
have concern for teacher education 
have a part in formulating institution- 
al programs, and a part in the devel- 
opment of state certificate require- 
ments. 

Conferees <eveed that three broad 
essential approaches to the problem 
of balancing teacher supply and de- 
mand be used: 

1. Provisions to assure holding 

every possible qualified teacher 

now employed. 

2. Provision to assure the ade- 

quate flow, of capable young 

people into teacher education. 

8. Provision for short-term pro- 

cedures, designed to obliviate the 

present shortage. 

It was estimated that the shortage 
in elementary teachers in 1953 would 
be as great as 100,000. In secondary 
schools, shortages of teachers will 
gradually build up ‘ona the crises of 
1957-60.

Faculty and students of The Stout 
Institute were prominent among con- 
tributors to a recent issue of “The 
Wisconsin Dietitian,” the official pub- 
lication of the Wisconsin Dietetic 
association. 

-Author of “Did You Hear Opportu- 
nity Knock?” is Miss Ella Jane Meil- 
ler, head of the department of food 
and nutrition at Stout. Her article en- 
courages improved nutrition education 
in the. community and making. use of 
opportunities to coordinate such pro- 
jects with relevant events in the com- 


munity, especially events that--help| 


people realize their need for better 
nutrition. 

A Stout Institute coed from Guam, 
Maria Quichocho, has written “‘Gua- 
manian Foods.” Her feature article 
points out. the similarity in diet of 
persons living on Guam and_those in 
the United States. Maria indicates 
that on Guam the “Basic Seven” foods 
are important considerations in the 
diet of all citizens, but that war’s 
devastation has made the importation 
of foodstuffs a necessity. “ 

“Hawiian Foods” is the title of an 
interesting feature by Michiko Okada, 
a Stout graduate at mid-year who is 
now interning at Indiana University 
Medical Center in Indianapolis. Mich- 
iko describes the enviornment of her 
native Hawaii, comparing it to life as 
she found it on the Mainland. She also 
gives a charming description of many 
Hawaiian foods, stressing those dishes 
typical of the Japanese and native Ha- 
wiian national groups in the Islands, 

Also a great interest is an essay, 
“What I Expect from a: Dietetic In- 
ternship,” a part of Beverly Hedlund’s 
application for a scholarship which 
the Wisconsin Dietetic Association 
sponsors to encourage students to take 
a dietetic internship. Miss Hedlund 
won one of the $200 scholarships a- 
warded last year. 

Beverly, a Stout graduate of June, 
1952, is now interning in dietetics at 
the Peter Bent Brigham Hospital in 
Boston, Massachusetts. This hospital 
is associated with the Harvard Med- 
ical School. Students now enrolled in 
the dietetics curriculum at Stout, or 
any students still searching for a life 
career, will find much that is inter- 
esting and stimulating in an article 
written by a young woman who suc- 
cessfully completed her dietetics train- 
ing and has now begun a splendid in- 
ternship. ‘ 

WHAT I EXPECT FROM DIETETIC 
INTERNSHIP 
By Beverly Hedlund 

My first thought is what can I give, 
and my second thought is what can I 
expect to receive. 

What can I give? An enthusiastic 
spirit for my work and for my profes 
sion; cooperation both to my super- 
iors and to my equals; a deep under- 
standing of human nature; great tact 
in working with both the sick and the 
well;. patience for the: most tedious 
tasks; unlimited energy for the work 
at hand; courage to take upon the 
seemingly hopeless cases; a cheerful 
attitude on even the most discourag- 
ing day; application of all that I have 
learned in my college courses; an open 
mind that is ready to accept new ideas 
and suggestions; and time and effort 
willingly given to the job. I firmly 
believe that one receives only that 
which one puts into it. With this in 
mind, I will endeavor to do everything 
possible on my part to make my in- 
ternship the most valuable part of 
my training. 

Second, what can I expect to re- 
ceive? It has often been safd “actual 
experience is the best teacher.” Here 
I expect to receive jus: that—experi- 
ence in all the phases of dietetics. 
Under administration experiences will 
be menu planning, ordering, market- 
ing, preparing quantity food, using 
equipment, supervising personnel, caf- 
eteria service, housekeeping, admini- 
stration contacts and policies, cost ac- 
counting and control, purchase re- 
cords, et cetera. Under diet therapy 
will be planning and teaching of spe- 
cial diets, supervising: tray service, 
preparing and serving research diets, 
instructing patients in normal and 
therapeutic diets, taking nutrition his- 
tories, working with children’s diets 
and formulas, participating in the 
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work of a state and city nutritionist, 
et cetera. From all these experiences 
I shall readily learn the time and ef- 
fort for each task. I will 
know what to expect of each employee 
for a day’s work and better appreciate 
his viewpoint. This will serve as a 
guide to me when I am the dietitian 
in charge. Another great benefit will 


be the experience of carrying full re- - 


‘sponsibility by relieving a staff mem- 
ber for a short time. When I put all 
this together, I will certainly have an 
-excellent picture of the work of a diet- 
itian, 

At the same time that I am gaining 
experience in all these phases, I am 
also’ becoming acquainted with each, 
and will be aware of my strong points 
and my weak points. I shall have the 
opportunity to learn that which I am 
‘best suited for and most-interested-in, 
which would be helpful if I should de- 
cide to go into one particular phase 
of dietetics upon my completion of the 
course. 


An internship offers the chance of 
a lifetime for here I shall have the 
occasion to meet all levels of intelli- 
gence, skills, ages, and health. To me 
the study of human nature is of ut- 
most interest. 

My opportunities will certainly not 
be limited solely to my work. There 
will be the new friendships to form in 
a new location. There will be the ad- 
vantage of the many cultural and rec- 
reational facilities in the city. There 
will be the professional educational 
experience gained through seminars 
and practice. There will be a few se- 
mester hours of graduate work at a 
college in the city which in itself will 
be a new educational experience. 


As a junior member of the Ameri- 
can Dietetic Association, I plan to be- 
come fully acquainted with the work 
of this great professional group. Be- 
fore completion of the course I will 
be proud to join as an active member, 
and I will be ready immediately to 
assume an active part in the work of 
this organization. i 
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Second League Win For 
Stout as Stewart, Kieffer, 


And Leonard Lead Assault 


Exhibiting their finest basketball of 
the season, thé Stout Bluedevils dum- 
ped the highly regarded Oshkosh Ti- 
tans 78-71 Saturday night.

IS TOPIC OF CONVO 


Mr. Hansen, speaker for the convo- 
cation Wednesday, February 25, spoke 
in connection with the national ob- 
servance of brotherhood last week, 
Fehruary, 15 through the 22. 

In his speech Mr. Hansen acknowl- 
edged the help given to communities 
by service clubs and other participat- 
ing groups. He also said that there is 
a change in the concept of human re- 
lations. For instance, he said that in 
industry it is possible to buy a man’s 
time but not his loyalty, initiative, 
and heart and soul interests. It is now 
realized that an industrial worker 
wants security, some chance of. ad- 
vancement, dignity, and a sense of the 
importance of his work. “An individ- 
ual should earn his rights himself and 
also lose them in that way,” stated 
Mr. Hansen, “and not be prejudiced by 
people.” Hostility and hatred, he said, 
are diseases which mainly concern 
prejudgement. 

In closing, Mr. Hansen said that the 
“will to do” is of great importance 
in improving our world today.

“At Your Fingertips” is the title of 
a national magazine article on use of 
presentation boards written by Betty 
Erickson Layman, a former student at 
The Stout Institute.

Reports on the latest philosophy 
and techniques of college communica- 
tion have been made by Miss Gertrude 
L. Callahan, chairman of the English 
department of The Stout Institute, and 
Dr. Keith Rinehart, assistant profes- 
sor of English. . 

Both teachers represented Stout at 
the Conference on Coilege Composi- 
tion and Communication held recently 
in Chicago. 

Participating in a workshop on “Im- 
provement of Reading Ability” was 
Miss Callahan. Under the chairman- 
ship of Professor James I, Brown, of 
the University of Minnesota, panel 
members discussed the importance of 
reading ability in college students. 

Also of interest to workshop mem- 
bers were proposals for improvement 
of reading skills for college students 
requiring such remediation. 

As official recorder for the all-con- 
ference evening panel, Miss Callahan 
worked with three leaders in communi- 
cation who discussed experimental 
projects being carried on in their col- 
legres, 3 

Chuirman of the panel was Profes- 
sor Jerome Archer of Marquette Uni- 
versity, Speakers-included Professors 
lowell Coolige, Wooster College; Rob- 
ert Limpus, Michigan State college;

Dr. Rinehart was secretary of the 
workshop on “Preparation of the 
Teacher of College Composition or 
Communication.”

JOSE COSIO | 
GIVES OPINION 
OF AMERICA 


“T Love America and I think Ameri- 
can life is wonderful. But how can 
Americans afford to live_on the prices 
they pay, when in “Peru steaks sell for 
24 cents a pound?” 


This reaction to America’s high-cost 
of living comes from Jose Cosio of 
Lima, Peru, a special student at The 
Stout Institute. Cosio is attending the 
eollege for one, year to learn latest 
American theories and techniques of 
industrial education. 


Enjoying America with Jose are his 
wife and nine month old baby. Of all 
the many sights the Cosio family has 
seen in their tour of: America, this 
nation’s many trees and abundant 
green foliage impressed them most. 
“While we are very proud pf our na- 
tive Peru,” Jose says, “we must admit 
that Peru for the most part is barren, 
brown, and sandy.” 


The popular sport of square dancing 
was demonstrated to Jose when he 
saw 1500 4H boys and girls dancing 
on the campus of Maryland univer- 
sity this summer. He likes American 
square dancing but is even more im- 
pressed by the fact’ that American 
boys and girls play together and learn 
together. , . 

“In Peru,” Jose states, “girls and 


boys are kept apart on all things.”

Cho- 
sen, along with 16 fellow industrial 
education majors by the Peruvian 
government and the American Co- 
operative Service in Peru, he will 
study at Stout until June. At the end 
of that time, he will ‘return to. direct | 
the industrial arts department of-the 
new. Central Normal school in Lima. ° 


Funds for the construction of this 
new school were advanced to the Peru- 
vian’ government, as part of a pro- 
gram by which the United States 
hopes to stimulate industrial education 
in South America. Cosio was directed 
to The Stout Institute by Dr. Stuart 
Anderson, former Stout teacher, now 
Chief, Division of Technical Educa- 
tion, Lima, Peru. 


Industrial education is a new pro- 
gram in Peru. Going into industrial 
arts upon his retirement from the 
Peruvian Navy, Cosio was one of ten 
former Navy men to go into this new 
field. He had previously served as a 
Lt. Commander in the Peruvian Navy 
from 1930 to 1945. 

{Assistance in improving his use of 
the English language is just one of the 
many benefits which Jose -believes he 
has already gained from his study at 
Stout. In estimating what American 
life has méant so far, he exclaims with © 
emotion: “I am proud to be in this 
great country. Although America’s 
cost of living may, at first glance, 
seem a little high to a foreigner, the 
privilege of living in such a nation is 
far too wonderful to be thought of in 
terms of mere dollars and cents.”

Have yor ever wondered how the 
alumni scholarships are financed? 
Possibly one thinks little of this quest- 
ion unless directly responsit's for the 
committee’s activity. Since we repre- 
sent all alumni, we should like to ex- 
main to you and to the students at 
Stout-where our funds—come irom. 

These awards depend upon the a- 
lumni who buy life memberships each 
year. Out of every thirty dollar life 
membership, the scholarship fund gets 
twenty dollars and our geaeral fund 
ten dollars. This means that mm order 
to award two sixty dollar scholarships 
annually, six life memberships are 
needed. However, we regret to report 
that the amount of money we receive 
from life memberships is 7ot lnrge 
enough .to keep the fund swivent. 
Therefore, so that we might continue 
with this program, it has been nec- 
essary to charge the scholarship fees 
against our general fund. 

Certainly we as alumni of Stout are 
capable of organizing a long range 
program which is solvent and embra- 
ces more than two awards. Again, 
think of what Stout’s training has 
done for you. 

You can help in fulfitting this-dual 
objective—to remain solvent and to 
award more scholarships. Alumni-who 
do not have life memberships and sen- 
iors graduating from Stout in June are 
urged to consider what a life mem- 
bership will mean indirectly to some 
boy or girl.

Should it be decided to 
increase the size of the monthly calls, 
that decision will be made by the de- 
partment of defense.” 

Question: How many students are 
now being deferred on the basis of 
the Selective Service Qualification test 
and on ROTC enrollment? 

Answer: “On Dec. 1, 1952, Selec- 
tive Service has deferred approximate- 
ly 185,000 college students on the bas- 
is of class standing or test scores, 
while upward to 330,000 ROTC stu- 
dents were deferred ... In addition, 
there were many more students who 
had not yet reached;the age of liabil- 
ity (18%) or who were rejected for

. * charge of sales. Mr. Bill Gardner, 
. Stout grad of 1933, gave a short wel- 
come address and then introduced Mr.

Then the members of 
the Society were shown through one 
of the two NEPCO sulphite bond 
plants from beginning to end learning 
every step that goes into making pa- 
per. : 
From. Forest To Paper 
Later the NEPCO executives took 
the group to a tree nursery where 
-~ over a million seedlings grew in one 
small plot. One million four hundred 
thousand pine trees a year old and 
over nine million trees from one year 
4 seedlings to four year transplants are 
also part of the nursery. Over one hun- 
- dred and fifty thousand acres are ®s0 
growing in reforestation in such states 
as Montana, Idaho, Ohio, Minnesota, 
and Wisconsin. The guides then pro- 
ceeded to show the group the NEPCO 
lake which supplies the two paper 
plants with over forty million gallons

Right On Time 


Following its schedule closely, the 
group_arrived at the Consolidated 
Power & Paper Company in Wisconsin 
Rapids to be greeted by Mr. Meyer. He 
introduced two guides, Mr. Jung and 
Mr. Fry, who took the members 
through the entire plant, demonstrat- 
ing how coated paper was made for 
such popular magazines as Life and 
Time. Mr. Harold Samuelson then 
showed the group how paper is tested 
and explained the various methods and 
machines used for the tests. 

Mr. Samuelson explained that over 
three- hundred different- kinds and 
grades of coated paper were made 
there, not to mention the thousands 
of tints and shades. It was at this 
plant that members were shown ad- 
ditional steps in the coating and super 
calendering of paper. 


‘ The members then proceeded on an- 
other bus trip to Appelton, which was 
to be their headquarters for the week. 

_The following morning, members 
toured the Appleton Coated Paper 
Company where they were shown an- 
other process of coating paper and an. 
entirely. different method of drying, 
known as air drying. Here the paper 
travels up and down through a series 
of heated air blasts, journeying hund- 
reds of feet before it is put on a roll.

The afternoon was spent at the Ap- 
pletun Post-Cresent newspaper plant, 
where the organization was greeted 
by Mr. Verne Feurst, assistant circu- 
lation manager, ard Mr. Maurice Car- 
tier, production manager. Arriving 
slightly before press time, the visitors 
were taken to the cafeteria where they 
were treated to a delicious meal. 


They were-taken through the Post- 
Crescent plant and shown all the steps 
that go into creating an edition of a 
newspaper, from the story writing 
through presswork. Members of the 
Typographical Society were also 
shown how photographs can be wired 
across the country and how, in turn, 
any picture can be wired back, The 
group was*shown the actual receiving 
of a photograph by wirephoto from 
New York.

“General and Vocational Education: 


Dr. G. S. Wall, associate professor of 
education at The Stout Institute, is the 
lead feature in the spring edition of 
“Tech Training.” 

“Téch Training” is a periodic pub- 
lication for administrators and per- 
sonnel employed in educational and 
industrial. training programs. The 
magazine provides information on re- 
search and teaching problems in:voca- 
tional, technical, industrial, and busi- 
ness education. 

Aim of the article, according to-Dr. 
Wall, has been to inquire into and 
dwell upon the purpose and objectives 
of vocational education as it is prac- 
ticed today, with emphasis on its in- 
herent values. 

Dr. Wall then discusses how stu- 
dents “live” as well as “work” in their 
everyday existence. He then empha- 
sizes the importance of this fact ‘to 
educational philosophy and procedure. 

-According- to the-author, vocational. 
education has three major objectives 
in preparing our youth for living in a 
democratic society: development of 
desirable attitudes, acquistion of 
knowledges, and development of skills. 

Dr. Wall then discusses attitudes, 
or work-habits as they-are sometimes 
called. He points out also the place of 
knowledges and skills in education. 

To conclude his article, Dr. Wall 
proposes the following challenge to 
vocational educators: “It is the res- 
ponsibility of every vocational edu- 
cator to educate the whole of youth, 
although he is primarily concerned 
with their special development, and 
only secondarily concerned with their 
general development.”

sore throat, and cough during the Win- 
ter. College infirmaries pile up’ with 
“virus patients” at exam time and 
drug stores do a land office business 
in patent medicines. Forget the drugs 
and nostrums, advises Earl Ubell in 
the April “Ladies’ Home Journal.” In 
“That Old Virus,” the author explodes 
some of the myths about common win- 
ter and spring ailments and says that 
the body itself is the best weapon 
against infection. 


Most doctors agree that they can 
neither prevent nor shorten the length 
of the illness caused by the so-called 
“winter virus.” (Nor do they know 
exactly what the virus is—it may be 
one of some 3000 varieties, causing 
illnesses ranging from the common 


_cold-to intestinal flu.) When a virus, 


much smaller than bacteria and unable 
to-grow_outside of a living plant or 
animal enters the body, it reproduces 
its own kind and literally eats up the 
body cells. The blood, meantime, pro- 
duces anti-virus chemicals (anti- 
bodies) that ward off the virus and 
stay in the body to produce a virus im- 
munity for a short period of time. 


Since medicines, gargles, and tab- 
lets can_do_no more than soothe the 
symptoms of a virus infection at best, 
they aré a waste of money. Antibio- 
tics like penicillin are not only expen- 
sive but even actually harmful when 
they are carefully prescribed for a 
person with an antibiotic allergy. 
Since antibiotics attack only germs, 
they are useless against virus. More 
over, some actual germs can build up 
a resistance to penicillin administered 
too freely. P 


Here is a list of physicians’ rules 

for fighting virus: 

1. Stay in bed and give your body 
a chance to shake off the virus. 

2. Keep warm and eat normally. 

3. Don’t treat yourself—rest and let 
your blood manufature virus- 
fighting antibodies. If any sym; 
ptoms persist or if your fever 
is high (over 101) call your, doc- 
tor.

Concert Upon Returning 

From One-Week Tour 

Returning to Menomonie on a flood 
of favorable comment from _ their 
week-long tour of-southern-Wiseonsin 
and northern Illinois, the Symphonic 
Singers of The Stout Institute presen- 
ted a special spring concert for the 
residents of. the Dunn County area at 
8:15- p.m. on- Wednesday—evening in 
The Stout auditorium.
